b b* DIETRICH 1 a work is mainly devoted to penetration of the KPOo on 
the Vorarlberg proviaoe level* He indicated that he had sent to Salsburfe a 
number of i nterest ing reports on statements allegedly made by Hans ORinOftf 
(MAVA-4719, VISHFHR2d)*an influential and well-informed KPOe functionary* 

c, DIETRICH received about 2000 schillings per month from MAHDL and 
a few hundred schillings from HITSCHHAU* Most of this money was spe nt on 
inforaafeta, bat a few bundled schillings per month were retained by DIETRICH 
himself, who with a wife and four children, was unable to live on a. gendarmerie 
Inspector f s salary of 1400 schillings a month minus taxis* 

d* The DIETHI CH-41AEDL connection worked to the satisfaction of both 
whereas HITSCHMA0, in DIETRICHS opinion, is a crodk and Intriguant, who, while 
working for the 0*9*, maintained contact with the French 13* 

e* After servicing these two 0.3, agencies for some time, DIETRICH 
became dissatisfied with the set-up and decided to establish direct contact 
with one single U«£>* agency* Shortly after the war DIETRICH had worked for the 
Special Branch of Military Government Lins and had made acme 0*8* aontacts* 

When la lalte 1950 be had to travel to Lins to testify in a war o rimes trial, he 
contacted CIC and negotiations were concluded in late March 1951 when a CIC 
agent in Lina, who used the pseudonym HAUSER, paid DIETRICH 2000 schillings*

g* When DIETRICH concluded his negotiations with CIC he told then 
with some details about his previous U*3. connections and asked CIC to check 
on MAHDL and BITSCHHAD since he distrusted both of them, 

t _ 5, DIETRICH stated that Mr, 1 HAUSER of CIC Lins used a Polish interpreter 
in hie conversations with DIETRICH whom OTwrwTftH immediately asssssed as a 
swindler and crook, C 3 remembering C 3 ■ reports on one Jan GAJEWSKI, 
a dubious individual employed by CIC Lina (KA3A-250 and , 447 ), mentioned this 
name to DIETRICH wto readily admitted that this was t bs ma n used by CIC Lina in 
their dealings with DIETRICH, DIETRICH added that GAJEffSKI had visi ted him in 
Brogans behind the back of. his CIC superiors and had asked for DIETRICH r s assis- 
tance in procuring a lais sea-passer to Switaerland* DIETRICH, who theh noted 
this his first assessment of QAJEHSKI had been correct, became interested in 
GAJKWSKI^e trip to Switaerland, procured the neoessary papers for GAJEWSKI and 
proadsed him not to say anything about it to "Mr, HAUSER," 
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6. Questioned by BIKTRICH as to h±B motives Tor travelling to Switserland, 
GAJEBSRI stated that he knew one KEPPKLER, fnu, a Swiss employee of the Dansaa 
Forwarding Finn in Buohs who travel a to Poland fro* tine to time and brings back 
news about QAJEN3Kl r s relatives there* DIETRICH ie at present cheeking through 
Swiss police contacts on REPPBLER* He is of the opinion that GAJKWSKI la pell* 
tloally unreliable and possibly an agent of the Polish IS* 



7* Mentioning the (Una BUZZI case, DIETRICH stated that be had dismissed 
the informant who had reported the BUZZI case and who had certainly been guilty 
Of embellishing the information* He went to Munich late in 1950 to check' on 
the existence of Aata ESCHB, Mentioned in connection with BUZZI* The trip bad 
been paid by MAHDL* j 



8* DIETRICH indicated that he was not happy with his new &C connection, 
especially in view of QAJEHS&I, but intended to go on with it, since he had given 
his word and had “«*<mted funds* DIETRICH stated that he would be glad to work 
with D 3 if C 3 could arrange for hie being released by CIC* Under ho 
circumstances would he want to work again for two U«S* agencies, which 
to hi* unreasonable and ehlldlsh* 



9* DIETRICH stakes an impression of efficient brutality* He is very frank 
and minces no words* He knew the name of the general heading the Zipper complex 
and seemed well informed on U*5* intelligence in general* DIETRICH is very 
intelligent and convey* the 4*rm«*4<>n of a thorough and capable intelligence 
officer* He proudly showed cr Ji card file he keeps locked up in his cottage 
and a log where he registers hie reports and the dissemination* He indicated that 
hie Chief, STBRHBACH, left him complete liberty to run hie intelligence operations 
and had excused him from normal office hours* According to his stateooi&s, 

DIETRICH Jolted the polios, service when he was very young) prler io 193$ he 
worked in the anti*lksi section of the Qend&imarie in Braunau* Under the Mamie 
he was at first excused fro* military service since he was deemsd politically 
unreliable* Later he was, however, assigned to a S3 police unit and sent to Poland 
and the USSR, where he specialised - "haute kann man se Ja s&gan” * in anti-partisan 
operations* After the war he returned to his native Vorarlberg and re-joined the 
Cmdansrle* DIETRICH speaks German with a strong Swlse-Terarlberg acGentjUe 
expresses himself precisely and bluntly* Speaking of a possible Conunist attack 
on him since he is well known to the KPOe as their Mt*er enemy, he stated that 
he did not Intend to die in his bed and showed C-' a Csecb automatic pistol 

hong up against the wall of his bedroom In a shoulder holster and produced another 
automatic from his coat pocket* C > who had expected to find a provincial

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11. Wolfgams HITSCHHAU contacted DIETRICH on 15 March and told him that 
ho, BXTSCHNAU, wbe to bo appolhtod Chief for Torarlberg of tho Austrian Intelligence 
Serrloo currently being organised by State Secretary GRAF. His appointment was 
being delayed because QRAF was in the hospital# Re said that he weald include 
DIETRICH In hie plane for core rage of Vorarlberg# DIETRICH did not give any 
reaction to the HITSCHHAU approach# DIETRICH showed no indication of knowing 
exactly who 8XT8CHNA0 had worked for before their relations were severed#

13# ; Since, the role of Jan OAJEWSEI has been a dubious one. both iheconoection 
with DIETRICH and the Lins intelligence picture in general, ) L+ 3 went to Henry 
Wlndaoellsr, Operations Of floor of 43 0tb CI C and voioe<* wm of hie euepiclone 
about OAJSHfiKI in connection with the DIETRICH case. C S2 .stated that 
DIETRICH i vas scheduled to meat HAUSER qpd GAJEH SKI on 2 May in. Salzburg# find- 
noellar knew absdtataly nothing. about the DIETRICH operation# After a day of 
research Windnoeller came back with the information that DIETRICH had been offered 
as informant in Torarlberg to a member of CIC Lins who was being transferred to 
SsLlaburg# The Salzburg end of the operation was handled by $/A, Pat risk Caopbell,
